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1 . In response to applicant's argument (see last 8 lines of page 8) with regard to claim 1 that 
Boyce et al. does not disclose "identifying blocks associated with the B-frames and selecting 
transform coefficients included in a predetermined area of the blocks associated with the B- 
frames". The examiner respectively disagrees because Boyce et al. does disclose these claimed 
features. For example, the so called "identifying blocks associated with the B-frames" is 
disclosed in column 6 lines 20-28 in Boyce. This cited portion refers to identify data 
corresponding B-frames. With regard to "selecting transform coefficients included in a 
predetermined area of the blocks associated with the B-frames", it is met by the teachings of 
Boyce et al. in column 6 line 61 to column 7 line 6. That is, the coefficients remained after 
removing high AC coefficients in B-frames refers to claimed coefficients selected; and the 
regions in B-frames that coefficients remained are occupied refers to the claimed predetermined 
area. Applicant is reminded that the examiner is entitled to give the broadest reasonable 
interpretation to the language of the claims. The examiner is not limited to applicant's 
definition which is not specifically set forth in the claims. In re Tanaka et aL 193 USPQ, 
(CCPA) 1977. 

2. In response to Applicant's remarks (see 4 th paragraph of page 7), it is noted that the 
features upon which applicant relies (i.e., first identify DCT blocks associated with the B-frame 
using header information) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the 
claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
